THE mosT SORDID ORIME IN 
CRIMINAL ANNALS OF WEST 
Confession of Thomas Mitchell 
Robinson Principal Evi- 
denc For Crown. 


Calgary, March 3.—A verdict of 
guilty was returned this morning by 
the jury in the Fisk murder trial, 
and Mr, Justice Stuart sentenced the 
prisoner to death. He will be hang- 
ed at Calgary on April 18. 

The case against John Fisk, charg- 
ed with the murder of Tucker Peach, 
wag concluded at midnight last night, 
after the addresses by the defence 
and crown to the jury, and the charge 
by the judge. The jury were lock- 
ed up at midnight when the case 
ended. In his summing up, Mr. 
Justice Stuart seemed to favor the 
prisoner and told the jury that there 
appeared to be little corroborative 
evidence against isk. The case 
commenced on Tuesday morning and 
thus lasted nine days. Forty-seven 
Witnesses were called for the crown, 
the only witness for the defence Was 
the accused. 

Story of Crime, 

The murder of Tucker Peach was 
one of the worst crimes in the annals 
of police history in these parts. Like 
hundreds of other hard-working 
settlers in the northwest. Peach en- 
dured untold harships in his early 
days., He showed the utmost of con- 
fiding good-will to his neighbors aind 
was always willing to lend a hand to 
help them out of their difficulties. He 
was particularly good in this respect 
to the man Fisk whom Robertson ac- 
cused of being his partner in bringing 
about the death of the unfortunate 
Mr. Peach, 

No other motive for the murder 
can be assigned other than to take 
possession of the few head of horses, 
land and money that the old man had 
so industriously worked for. 

The sordid tragedy was brought to 
light as the result of investigations by 
the police concerning the head of a 
man found at Dunbow last November, 
it was discovered, belong- 
ed to the trunk of a body found in 
the Bow river near Dunbow, in June 
last, and which was buried as the re- 
mains of an unknown, 

The head was identified as that of 
Tucker Peach, who, after twenty-five 
years of residence on the same ranch, 
suddenly disappeared, and it was rum- 
ored, had sold out and gone back to 
England. 

Mr, Peach, who was more familiarly 
known as Mr, Tucker, was a man get-

According to the story of Robertson, 
who is a Scotchman of 25 years, he 
met Mr. Peach ‘in Calgary early last 
spring, and the two considered a pro- 
position concerning the sale of the 
latter's half section to Robertson for 
$26 an acre. Robertson handed over 
$5,000 as the proceeds of the sale 
the balance within a year. 

Questioned at the coroner's inquest 
at Okotoks as to how he had got the 
money, Robertson claimed that he 
had received a cheque for $5,000 as 
the proceeds of the sale of some shares 
in an Edinburgh company which had 
been willed to him by his” grand- 
father, 

He got the money from the Bank 
of Montreal, and was paid partly in 
Kold and partly in bills. 

He had been out to the ranch two 
or three times since he purchased it, 
and in September last, put his cousin, 
Ernest Davies, in charge of it. 

Robertson said that he had a type- 
written contract for the land and a 
Will of sale for the horses. There were 
no lawyers concerned in making the 
deal and no affidavits were taken, He 
had put the contract and a letter that 
he had received from Tucker Peach 
from Shewsbury, England, in big grip 
when leaving Medicine Hat, but must 
have lost them in Macleod, when he 
was drinking. 

After having said this much, Rob- 
ertson seemed to have got tangled in 
some of his statements, 
staggered the coroner by making an 
open confession that he had deliber- 
ately murdered the man, and in the

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LIBERAL MEMBER WHO OPPOSES 
RECIPROCITY DOES NOT FEAR 
THIS BUGABOO, 


Ottawa, Mar. 2—The debating on 
the reciprocity agreement in the Com- 
mons today was again largely con- 
fined to the Liberal side of the House. 
Asa matter of fact, the first Conseryv- 
ative to be heard during the two days 
occupied with the debate this week 
was W. S. Middleboro, North Grey, 
who took the floor at ten o'clock this 
evening to reply to F. B. Carvell, of 
Carleton, N.B. 

Today after some preliminary busi- 
ness had been dealt with, W. H. Ger- 
main, Welland, the second Liberal 
bolter, was heard from. If a state- 
ment made by Mr. Carvell, who fol- 
lowed him is to be relied on, he is 
the last Liberal who will speak in 
the House against the agreement al- 
though W. O. Sealey, Wentworth, Hon: 
J. R. Stratton, Peterboro, and Lioyd 
Harris, Brantford, are said to be op- 
posed to some features of the Gov- 
ernment’s proposal, 

Mr. Germain in his criticism of 
the pact followed very closely the line 
of reasoning adopted by Mr. Sifton, 
but not in every respect, He said 
no stock in the talk of an- 
nexation and was inclined to think 
that the fruit interests would not 
suffer. In so far as the manufactur- 
ing and industrial interests of the 
country are concerned, however, he 
was frankly a protectionist. 

Mr. Carvell, of Carleton, like ‘all 
Maritime province Liberaigs who have 
so far spoken, was enthusiastically 
in favor of the agreement. He said 
it would conduce greatly to the grow- 
th of the provinces down by the 
sea. Mr. Carvell did not confine his 
remarks to the effect he considered 
the agreement would have in the 
Maritime provinces, but took issue 
with Mr. Sifton as to its effects in 
other parts of Canada including the 
West, Mr. Carvell'g oratory is of the 
hammer and tongs variety, which in- 
cites interruptions, the result being 
that there was considerable cross fir- 
ing. 

Mr. Middleboro criticized the agree- 
ment as one into which it was not 
necessary for Canada to enter in. a 
hurry. All the concessions it con- 
tained he said would have to come 
from the United States in the course 
of a short time on account of inter- 
nal pressure. Mr. Middleboro criti- 
cized the Government for not estab- 
lishing a chilled meat industry in the 
West in order to afford a home mar- 
ket for cattle. 

H. H. Millar Grey South, moved the 
adjournment tof the debate which 
will be resumed on Mionday. It is 
stated’ that Sir Wilfrid Laurier will 
speak on Tuesday next. 

Foster Wants Information. 

Hon. Geo. E. Foster, after referring 
to *tlye rreaent information submit- 
ted by President Taft to Congress 
covering the prices of various com- 
modities in Canada and the United 
States inquired whether or not the 
Minister of Finance would supply the 
House with similar information, 

Hon. Mr. Fiélding, replied that the 
Minister of Agriculture had endeavor- 
ed to put certain comparative ta- 
bles in Hansard the other night but 
that the Opposition had objected un- 
less he read them. He did not ad- 
mit that the Canadian negotiators had 
any such compliation of figures and 
closed the discussion by saying that 
the figures which Mr. Fisher had pro- 
posed to submit would be brought 
down, 

Mr. Germain Speaks. 

“I feel somewhat diifident,” said 
Mr. Germain in resuming the recipro- 
eal debate, “‘by reason o fthe fact 
that what I propose to do in con- 
nection with this resolution is at vari- 
ance with the views of those people 
with whom I have always been asso- 
elated politically, and in the second 
place, I feel it is impossible for me 
to approach, much less to reach, the 
standard of oratory and argument 
which was set by my honorable friend 
from Brandon (Mr, Sifton) who spoke 
on this question on Tuesday.” 

Mr. Germain said he owed it to his 
constituents, to his party, and to him- 
self, to give the reasons that influ- 
ericed him to adopt the course he pro 
posed to pursue. It had generally 
been conceded that he was a strong 
party man. 

“Politically I was cradled in a lump 
of Liberalism and nourished on the 
essence o fthe globe,” he said, “but 
this was a question of sufficient im- 
portance to make every man stop and 
consider what he ought to do for what 
he thought were the best interests 
of the country, That, Sir, is my posi- 
tion today.” y a al 

Reviews His Own Cerecer. 

Reviewing his political career, Mr. 
Germain referred to his @lection in 
Welland in 1891 in the Liberal cause 
on the issue of reciprocal trade with 
the United States as opposed to the 
national poliey of the Conservative 
party. At that time he did not alto- 
gether like the proposition, but it was 
the policy of the party. Conditions, 
however were different then, the times 
were hard and there was commercial 
Stagnation. The national policy had 
been in operation for thirteen or four- 
teen years, but the chimneys and 
smoke stacks promised had not sprung 
up all over the land and the farmers 
were wiliing to accept almost any- 
thing as @ panacea for the evils that 
then existed, In 1896 ,the Liberals 
succeeded at the polls on a different 
cry, Mex. Germain peinted out that 
on Tuesday the Minister of Agricul- 
ture had stated that “he personally 
was pleased that the Liberal party 
did pt succeed in 1891." 

‘“\eny did he feel any degree of 
satisfaction that the party did not 
succ@ed in 1891 unless he disapproved 
entirely of the policy which the Lib- 
eral party then sought to establish?" 
He did not like to go that far, and 
Mr. Germain added that he doubted 
if many Liberals in their heart want- 
e4 to go that far at the time. 

Does Not Mean Annexation, 


that the Liberals had abandoned re- 
ciprocity as part of their fiscal policy, 
the member for Welland said that the 
budget spech of 1897 made «after 
three cabinet ministers had investi- 
gated conditions all over the country, 
“was for moderate protection and a 
staple tariff,” and different interests 
stood by that modified form of na- 
tional policy, “and very slightly modi- 
fied at that.” 

At this, Mr, Germain declared that 
he took exception with the Opposi- 
tion ory that reciprocity meant an- 
nexation to the United States. He dis- 
sented altogether with that argument. 
He had done business all his life with 
American citizens and never found 
himself impelled toward annexation, 
“The boyalty of Canada is founded on 
something more substantial than com- 
mercialism and something more en- 
during than dollars and cents. And 
having said that,” added Mr. Germain, 
“Tam afraid I have said all that will 
give any censolation to my honorable 
friends around me.” 

Protect Manufactocies, 

The day was long past when Can- 
ada wanted reciprocity. Canada had 
reached a state of national manhood. 
Canadians believed in their own land, 
in its transportation systems. They 
had built up a great home market and 
established large manufactories and he 
exclaimed: “I for one will not be a 
party to jeopardizing, much less de- 
stroying, that beneficial condition.” 

Mr. Germain agreed with the argu- 
ment that the Government had no 
mandate from the people to enter in« 
to the agreement. It would, he said, 
have been the part of wisdom to in- 
quire of the business men of the coun- 
try before taking this step. Hon. Mr. 
Fielding, he believed, had acquired a 
better understanding of the business 
conditions im Canada than any Min- 
ister who has held office since con- 
federation and yet had blundered in 
regard to thia, 


Deplored Haste. 

Mr. Germain said he could not un- 
derstand why there should have been 
any great haste about the matter. 

Then people of the United States had 
decided only recently that there must 
be a reduction in the duties of im- 
ported goods. President Taft had en-~ 
tered into an agreement because he 
thought it would bring about a re- 
duction in the cost of living. Would 
it not have been better in view of 
the circumstances to have. waited 
for a new Congress to come in. This 
Congress would probably have given 
Canada as much for nothing in return 
and the the Canadian tariff would not 
haye been disturbed. Canada will cut 
a small figure if the agreement does 
not go through the extra session of 
Congress as Mr. Germain believed it 
would not 

It would without doubt place this 
country in a serious disadvantage. 

Touching briefly on the manner in 
which in his opinion the agreement 
would affect the business interests of 


the country, Mr. Germain said that 
business men had expressed their 
opinions emphatically. Fully nine 


out of every ten were Opposed to the 
agreement. 
What About Farmers? 

Mr. Martin, Montreal: ‘““‘What about 
the farmers?” 

The interruption caused the mem- 
ber from Welland to express an 
opinion in regard to the fruit industry 
that elicited Liberal applause. He 
said that the fruit growers of the 
townships in his constituency where 
frujt is grown are Liberals and strong 
supporters of the agreement. Speak- 
ing for himself he could not see 
where the fruit growers were going 
to be very seriously affected, never- 
theless, he was willing to let them 
have their opinion which should be 
as good, at any rate, as that of the 
man who negotiated the agreement, 
but their opinion had been turned 
down and the Premier had informed 
them that they were too late. 

Mr. Germain expressed himself as 
being in full accord with the conten- 
tion that the meat packing and mill- 
ing industries would be injured by the 
pact. The minister of agriculture had 
argued that millers of Canada would 
be able to sell flour in a new market. 


He would point out, however, that 
while wheat is ‘to enter the United 
States free, the duty remains on 


Canadian flour, 

Hon. Mr. Fisher rose to remark 
that both countries had the same duty 
of fifty cents per barrel and that the 
millers were therefore on equal terms, 

Mr. Germain was dubious as to the 
benefit to be received by the farmers 
of the Dominion under the agreement. 
How they were going to profit if the 
price of living in the United States 
was to be reduced, he could not see. 
“Even if farmers are benefitted to 
some extent,” he said, “it may be at 
a cost too high for the general wel- 
fare of the Dominion.” 

Woukd Affect Railways, 

After giving his approval to the 
Opposition argument that the agree- 
ment would affect the railways of the 
country, Mr, Germain deciared that 
the right kind of a reciprocity treaty 
would be one which would include 
the countries of the British empire, 
a reciprocity which would bring about 
free trade among ourselves. He sug- 
wested that the Premier take the 
Minister of Customs to Great Brit- 
ain next summer and frame that 
kind of a treaty. What Canada real- 
ly requires, however, is a moderate 
protective tariff with stable markets. 
The Premier and his associates were 
of the opinion that the agreement 
would satisfy the farmers. The speak- 
er did not think 8. All the farmers 
had really asked for was a removal 


of the duty om agricultural imple- 
ments. They did not ask for recipro- 
city, 


Thought Farmers Would Change. 

He believed that if the agreement 
went into effect, the farmers would 
be back in Ottawa within three years 
asking either for protection for them- 
selves, or that the whole system of 
protection be done away with, They 
would find the competition of foreign 
countries which could ship their pro- 
duce to Canada under the agreement 
to be keen, Should the agreement be 
found to be unworkable and be can- 
celled, it would upset business condi- 
tions and bring about the defeat of 
the Liberal party, something he would 


deplore 
Mr. Germain said that like R. L. 
Borden, he believed in adequate pro-

them being that Mr. Borden had 
never vet defined what he meant by 
adequate protection. As for himself, 
he believed the protection such as 
we have today to be adequate, 


r. B. Carvell Resigns, 
F. B. Carvell, of Carleton, N.B., 
who follow, said there was an ab- 


fence of logic in the speeches of Mr. 
Sifton and Mr. Germain, As to the 
question of friction in the Liberal par- 
ty on the reciprocity issue, he said, 
“We're not losing any sleep over 
that.” The Liberal party was big 
enough and strong enough to treat 
these two gentlemen as friends and 
still members of the Liberal party. 

He said the agreement was favor- 
ably received in the West, and G. 
Hi, Bradbury, Selkirk, remarked: “You 
don't know the West.” 

Mr. Carvell retorted that he had 
seen about a thousand farmers from 
the West and he knew what they 
wanted. Amongst other things, they 
had asked that agricultural imple- 
ments be put upon the free list. What 
had Mr, Bradbury to say to that, he 
asked. He would probably have a 
chance to express himself before the 
debate had ended. \ 

Mr. Carvell went at length into the 
exports of food products to Great 
Britain and the United States and said 
the whole question was whether it 
was in the interests of the people of 
Canada to have these products on the 
free list so that they could be sent 
into the United States free. 

East All Favor Reciprocity. 

He contended that as to the Mari- 
time provinces he had ‘been led to be- 
lieve that everybody there, Liberal 
and Conservative, was in favor of free 
access to the American market for na- 
tural products. There was not as 
much manufacturing done in these 
provinces as twenty years ago. 

Mr. Carvell continuing after eight 
o'clock, said that it was impossible 
to estimate the benefit of this arrange- 
ment to the Maritime provinces, The 
shingle trade was dealt with and the 
speaker in this connection read a let- 
ter from J. K, Crockett, Opposition 
member for York, N.B., written about 
a year oga to the ministry ,in which 
he asked for something in the line 
of what is now granted in the mew 
treaty. 

Mr. Carvell twitted hig colleague 
that he could ot have ever expected 
his request to be answered or it 
would never have been made. 

Turns to Sifton, 

To Mr. Sifton, the speaker then 
turned his attention. The ex-minis- 
ter had claimed that the Western cat- 
tle trade would be ruined and that 
the Canadian West would in this re- 
spect become a back-yard of Chic- 
ago, Mr, Carvell saw on the contrary 
nothing but, advantage for the cattle! 
trade. If cattle went to the United | 
States buyers it would mean that they 
in future would pay more for the
